Kremlin Says 
Dictatorially, 
Khrushchev Acted 
Did Bad Job, Too 


ROME (A P) —- The Kremlin 
has told Soviet Communist par 
ty workers th at Nikita Khru­ 
shchev was ousted because he 
acted dictatorially and did a 
bad job besides, the left-wing 
Italian weekly L ’Espresso re ­ 
ported today. 
L’Espresso said the report, 
written by Soviet Communist 
party Presidium m em ber Mik­ 
hail Suslov, had been distribut­ 
ed to party workers throughout 
the Soviet Union. 
It had been rum ored in Mos­ 
cow earlier this week that such 
a report would be made public 
and that it would contain Sus- 
lov’s denunciation at the P resi­ 
dium 
meeting Oct. 
14 which 
removed Khrushchev from com­ 
mand of the party. The report 


has not been m ade public in 
Moscow and L ’Espresso did not 
say where it got its sum m ary. 
Suslov’s report, according to 
L’Espresso, 
accused 
Khrush­ 
chev of these failings: 
—He repeatedly violated the 
principles of collective leader­ 
ship, displaying a typical “ per­ 
sonality cult” attitudes incom­ 
patible with directives of the 
Soviet party congresses. 
—He launched and changed 
agricultural 
policies 
without 
adequate thought and prepara­ 
tion. 


—He 
switched 
allocated 
in­ 
vestm ents from one industrial 
sector to another, causing con­ 
sum er 
industry 
to

through a lack of coherent de­ 
velopment of economic plans. 


—He sent friends or relatives 
including his son-in-law Alexei

But Zam bia’s location makes 
it anything but an ideal spring­ 
board for invaders of Rhodesia 
and Mozambique — as far as 
Zam bia’s interests are c o n ­ 
cerned. 
Zam bia’s wealth comes from 
its copper mines, m anaged and 
financed by British and South 
African interests. The copper 
can 
only 
move 
to 
world 
m arkets 
through 
rail 
lines 
across 
Rhodesia 
and 
Mozam­ 
bique to the sea. 
President 
Kenneth 
Kaunda 
hopes that some day the copper 
can travel by rail across Tan­ 
ganyika, on the northeast. But 
that railway is m any years and 
much money away. 
Meanwhile, Kaunda must re­ 
m ain on friendly term s with the 
neighboring white rulers. 
Many Southern Rhodesian and 
South African firm s operate in 
the capital of Lusaka and in the 
sm aller rural areas.

BALTIMORE (A P) - Astro­ 
naut Virgil I. Grissom says the 
Titan 
rocket 
scheduled

launch him and his partner on a 
three-orbit

earth about next February is 
the 
safest 
space-booster 
yet 
produced. 
Grissom 
told 
reporters 
Wednesday that he is far more 
confident of the GT3 vehicle — 
so called because it is the third 
Gemini-Titan rocket to be built 
— than he ever was of its prede­ 
cessors. 
Looking over the GT3 at the 
M artin Co. plant before a cere­ 
mony at which the rocket was 
formally transferred to the Air 
Force and the space agency, 
Grissom declared: 
“ I can safely say that this 
Titan 
is the 
cleanest 
booster 
that has gone through all the 
tests — cleaner than any flown 
to date — the 
Redstone, the 
Atlas, or any previous T itan.” 
It was a Redstone rocket thai 
boosted Grissom on a Project 
Mercury suborbital mission to 
an altitude of 116 miles and a 
range of 254 miles July 21, 1961, 
as the second U.S. astronaut to 
make a ballistic flight. 
Later, Atlas rockets launched 
three M ercury astronauts into 
separate orbital flights. 
Grissom, 
38, 
an Air Force 
m ajor, 
and 
Navy 
Lt. 
Cmdr. 
John W. Young, 34, are sched­ 
uled to be the first U.S. two-man 
team to attem pt orbital flight. 
Also on hand for the GT3 roll­ 
out inspection were Navy Cmdr.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Budget Bureau was asked today 
to approve sufficient funds to 
carry on Ohio Valley water re­ 
source projects in the fiscal 
year starting July I, 1965. 
John L. Person, president of 
the Ohio Valley Improvement 
Association, said industrial and 
e c o n o m i c prosperity rests 
squarely on continued develop­ 
ment of these resources for 
flood control, navigation, wa­ 
ter supply, recreation and other 
purposes. 
Person said the Ohio Valley 
floods of March, 1964 caused 
damage of more than $100 mil­ 
lion, nearly as much as the dam­ 
age done by floods in early 1963. 
Existing flood control and pro­ 
tection 
works, 
he 
said, 
pre­ 
vented an estimated $290 mil­ 
lion in damage in the March 
floods, bringing to $1.15 billion 
the damage prevented by struc­ 
tures costing $702 million. 
The flood control projects in 
Ovia’s program for fiscal 1966, 
he said, are necessary to main­ 
tain an optimum rate of prog­ 
ress. 
Person said money should be 
provided for starting construc­ 
tion of 8 flood control reser­ 
voirs 
and 5 local

projects in the valley; planning

By JACK LEFLER 
AP Business News Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — This is 
an extraordinarily good year for 
retail trade. 
That’s 
the report from J. 
Gordon Dakins, executive vice 
president of the National Retail 
Merchants 
Association, 
which 
has a membership of 14,750 de­ 
partment 
and 
retail stores 
across the country. 
Total retail sales held up well 
despite the inroads of the Gen­ 
eral Motors strike which saw 
new car sales fall 23 per cent 
in the middle IO days of October. 
Dakins estimated that 1964 re­ 
tail sales would amount to more 
than $260 billon up from $246.4 
billion last year. 
For department stores alone, 
he figures that the 1964 gross 
would approximate $17.9 billion, 
up 7 per cent from $16.8 billion 
in 1963. 
The association is engaged in 
its annual survey of Christmas 


season prospects, and Dakins 
said: “We feel Christmas sales 
should be up 3 per cent over 
1963, which was outstanding.” 
Merchants report that their 
cash registers are ringing up 
higher profits this year. 
This, they say, is due to the 
fact that volume has increased, 
people are buying more expen­ 
sive goods and the average sales 
check has grown. 
In addition, many merchants 
have increased their efficiency 
of 
operations 
and 
are 
able 
to 
carry 
smaller 
inventories 
through use of computers which 
enable them to keep a closer 
check of stocks on hand. 
A look at figures released by 
large retail chains indicates the 
scope of the business expansion. 
These include Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., the nation’s largest with 770! 
stores and 11,092 catologue sales 
offices; 
Montgomery Ward & 
Co., and J. C. Penney Co. 
Sears* sales rose 12.5 per cent 


in 
September 
to 
$509,330,183 
from $452,553,814 a year earlier. 
For the first eight months of the 
fiscal year which began Feb. I 
the chain’s sales totaled $3,817,- 
940,478, an increase of $416,836,- 
595, or 12.3 per cent over the 
like period of 1963.

Ward 
reported 
September sales as $125,574,000, 
a net gain of 10.1 per cent over 
$114,083,163 a year earlier. The 
1964 eight-month total of $1,052,- 


685,000 represented an increase

Penney said sales in Septem­ 
ber climbed 15.2 per cent to

Is there a scientific 
answer for this problem?

Dear Mrs. L.: The silly in­ 
nuendoes of joking friends can 
sometimes cause 
unnecessary 
unhappiness. F o o l i s h “look 
alike” discussions may be em­ 
barrassing if a child’s features, 
hair color or eye color differs 
from those of tile parents. 
From a scientific 
point 
of 
view, brown eyes definitely can 
and do occur in children with 
blue-eyed parents. The explana­ 
tion for this lies in an under­ 
standing 
of 
genetics 
( t h e 
science of heredity). 
It 
is said that “heredity is 
the study of the likenesses and 
differences between parents and 
children and the way they a r e 
transmitted.” 
The general body build, the 
color of the eyes, skin and hair, 
the shape 
of the skull, 
eyes, 
nose, mouth, the composition of 
the 
blood, 
the 
tendency to 
twins, baldness and an infinite 
number of other traits are all 
hereditary characteristics. 
These traits are determined 
by genes. They are classed as 
dominant 
or recessive c h a r ­ 
acteristics. 
The Mendelian Laws of gene­ 
tics are based on the research 
of the nineteenth century Aus­ 
trian monk, 
Gregor Mendel. 
These laws outline the way 
in 
which physical characteristics 
are handed down from one gen­ 
eration to another through the 
genes.

Each person has two sets of 
I genes. One set 
is 
inherited 
jfrom the father, and one from 
! the mother. In 
each set there 
is a separate gene for every 
body trait, like the color of the 
eyes, the hair, etc. 
W’hen a child receives blue­ 
eyed genes from both parents, 
he will almost certainly be born 
with b l u e eyes. But if he re- 
• ceives a blue - eyed gene from 
one parent and a brown-eyed 
gene from the other parent, then 
he may 
be born with either 
brown or blue eyes, depending 
upon which gene is dominant, or 
his eyes may be a variation or 
combination of brown and blue. 
A recessive gene f o r brown 
eyes 
may be 
passed 
down 
through a long line of blue-eyed 
ancestors and then unexpected­ 
ly crop up after many genera­ 
tions to produce a brown-eyed 
child.

HARTFORD, 
Conn. 
(AP) 
The first issue of Hartford’s 
first newspaper, 
a four-page 
affair turned out on a hand 
press, was published on Oct. 29, 
1764 — 200 years ago Tuesday. 
The newspaper that Thomas 
Green started now claims to be 
the oldest of continuous publica­ 
tion in the nation — the Har­ 
ford Courant. 
“Was it not for the press,” 
Green wrote at the start of the 
first issue of w h a t was t h e n 
called the Connecticut Courant, 
“we should be left almost en­ 
tirely ignorant of all those noble 
Sentiments which the Antients 
(sic) were endo’d with.” 
He said the Courant would be 
published each Monday with 
“due encouragement.” 
The Hartford Courant is in the 
midst of a 200th anniversary 
celebration that looks back over 
a period covering America’s 
entire history as a free nation. 
In its infant days, as a weekly 
publication, the Courant was 
printed on wrapping paper at 


times when nothing else was 
available. 
Green came to Hartford and 
started the Courant when he 
was 29, having left a job as 
manager of the New Haven 
office of a New York printing 
firm. 
His plant was a room above a 
barbershop in a small wooden 
building on Main Street. Hart­ 
ford itself was little more than a 
country town with some shops 
and homes near the river front. 
Green eventually took in a

partner, Ebenezer Watson, and 
then left the Courant, long be­ 
fore its most serious crisis — a 
fire that wrecked its paper mill 
during the Revolutionary War. 
The mill was destroyed in 
1777, while the Courant was 
being run by Watson’s widow 
Hannah. He had died of small­ 
pox earlier that year. 
Paper was in short supply and 
British ships blocked all im­ 
ports, so Mrs. Watson turned to 
the Connecticut Legislature for 
a loan to rebuild the paper mill. 
The legislature approved a 
statewide lottery of 6,000 tickets 
at $6 each. Prizes totaling $31,- 
OOO were g i v e n out, and t h e 
remaining $5,000 went to rebuild 


the mill. Until the mill was back 
in operation, Mrs. Watson put 
out the Courant on whatever 
paper could be found, and did 
not miss an issue. 
In 1836 — almost six decades 
after the Widow Watson’s fight 
for the paper’s survival — John 
L. Boswell purchased the Con­ 
necticut Courant. A year later 
he started a daily newspaper — 
the Hartford Courant — but 
continued the Connecticut Colm­ 
an as a weekly for “our coun­ 
try readers.”

bright little laboratory. There's 
W a y n e Hoff. 16. and T o n y 
Breece, 15. for example, w h o 
like to spend off hours in the 
greenhouse with 
their 
student 
teacher, Bill Brady, and explore 
the sometimes tricky factors in 
plant growing. 
Two growing t a b l e s occupy 
space on either side of the green 
house. A larger table fills t h e 
c e n t e r . These growing tables 
are filled with sand or soil and 
scores of cuttings from different 
plants are being rooted. 
Some of the cuttings have 
been dipped in a root produc­ 
ing hormone powder. Others 
have not. Brady says that thus 
far the root system s are run­ 
ning neck and neck but in time 
the hormone dipped cuttings 
will outroot the others by far. 
The cuttings include coleus, 
geraniums, begonias and other 
easily rooted plants. 
To demonstrate photosynthe­ 
sis. students are experimenting 
with poinsettias. On a s e v e n- 
hour light day basis, a poinsettia 
may be brought into b l o o m in 
four weeks. Tony Breece showed 
the heavy cardboard box which 
is p l a c e d ov er the poinsettia 
plant at 4 p. rn. and removed at 
8 a. rn.

CACTI and other succulents 
on the other hand do not bloom 
on short light days, hut need a 
14-hour day. A paragon timer is 
used to increase the light hours. 
The timer, is set to switch on 
the lights >o that the cacti m a y 
have a long day. 
Several interesting greenhouse 
plants like orchids and Bird of 
Paradise are being coaxed into 
bloom 
A cotton plant complete with 
cotton bole was* on display. This 
had been brought back trom the 
south by Wayne Hoff for other 
students to see. 
Brady had on display h i s 
own collection of big plants. 
These he had gathered in the 
cranberry 
bogs 
at 
Buckeye 
Lake. 


Most interesting in this collec­ 
tion was the insect eating pitch­ 
er p l a n t . The boys explained 
how insects fly into the throat of 
the p l a n t . It is a death trap 
for them because they can never 
return from the throat of t h e 
plant. T h e r e are tiny s h a r p 
hairs pointing down which the 
insect cannot crawl against 
Finally the insect falls into the 
water which the plant holds. p:n- 
zymes are excreted which dis­ 
solve the edible portions and the 


i plant gets its sustenance in this 
manner. 
* • • 


THE STUDENT teacher said 
rumors can really t r a v e l at 
Teays Valley. In a first period 
class he explained about the cur­ 
ious habits of the carnivorus or 
meat eating pitcher plant, Bv 
the fourth period he was besieg­ 
ed with girls w a n t i n g to see 
the "man eating” plants. 
lie later found out that their 
interest had been whetted by a 
picture the night before on TV, 
"Voyage to the Bottom of t h e 
Sea’ in which frightening plants 
j were shown. 
Before Jack Strapp had turn­ 
ed the interview over to his as- 
j sistant and the students, howev­ 
er. he had s o rn e interesting 
things to show in the biology lab. 
Many different species of local 
algae had been brought by t h e 
s t u d e n t s . Ten had been iden­ 
tified. Since there are some 30.- 
000 different algae known to sci­ 
ence, he f e l t this w as a g o o d 
enough average. 
Tony Breece, who divides his 
time between the lab and the 
greenhouse, was busy cooking 
agar. This, Strapp explained, 
was a c u 11 u r e media made 
from algae excretes. It ends 
up a clear gelatinous s u b ­ 


stance used in the lab. 
By and large the girls have not 
shown any great interest in the 
' g r e e n h o u s e . But one pretty 
young miss, Cathy Alloy, 15, is 
working on a science fair proj- 
, ect. She is making a microcosm. 
This is in an airtight dem i­ 
john. And the w ater plants that 
she will place in her microcosm 
will show the interesting life cy­ 
cle of p l a n t s and how in this 
little world within the big jug, 
life processes will renew them ­ 
selves indelicately.

AND moreover, Cathy’s proj­ 
ect will be a pretty one. For she 
has different colored layers of 
sand in the bottom of the huge 
jar. She was placing a figurine 
(just for decoration) in t h e 
narrow necked jar. That was a 
project in itself. 
A high school greenhouse then 
is r e a l l y an additional biolo­ 
gy lab. And thus far strictly for 
the boys. But we are b e t t i n g 
that the girls’ interest will perk 
up when the fellows have suc­ 
cessfully brought their orchids in 
to flower and their Bird of P a ra ­ 
dise into bloom. 
When the hanging baskets are 
full of blossoms and vines and 
the growing tables bright with 
potted plants, that’s when the 
girls will like the greenhouse.

Philodendron Vines Too Big 
To Get Through Smith Door 


GROWING PHILODENDRON — Here’s a plant that grows and 
grows! Mrs. Cloyce Smith, Stoutsville, holds the novelty con­ 
tainer in which she started two small philodendron vines in 
1957. They now cover the surface of a specially constructed 
aluminum container 43 inchei in diameter. 


In 1957 the two Philodendron 
vines which now m ake such an 
amazing display in the Cloyce 
Smith livingroom were t i n y 
plants. 
One was a gift from a rela­ 
tive, Mrs. C. 
Edwin Smith, 
Stoutsville. The other was pur­ 
chased here to help fill the 
novelty 
planter 
which 
Mrs. 
S m i t h used as a decorative 
unit. 
Now the Philodendrons which 
have outgrown three contain­ 
ers are 
planted in a specially 
constructed 
aluminum 
planter 
43 inches in diam eter and six 
inches high. It completely cov­ 
ers the top of a handsome an­ 
tique table that the Smiths, who 
live in Stoutsville, have in their 
livingroom window. 
Moreover, Cloyce S m i t h , a 
handyman around 
the 
house, 
made a big round plywood cov­ 
er to protect the table top. But 
if the plants do not stop grow­ 
ing, Heaven 
only knows 
what 
the Smiths will do. 
a v * 
THE VINES with their shining 
heart shaped leaves grow coil­ 
e d 'around the soil surface with­ 
in the container. Perhaps the 
aerial roots which are visible at 
the joints 
where 
the 
leaves 
grow obtain moisture and sus­ 
tenance from the soil in the big 
planter. 
What the secret is Mrs. Smith 
does not know. Just lucky she 
supposes! 
For the fun of it we measured 
one leaf (the biggst we could 
find) and its dimensions were 
six by seven 
inches. 
A 
right 
good sized leaf for a philoden­ 
dron! 
Mrs. Smith’s friend express­ 
ed the feeling well when she 
told B l a n c h e Smith that 
she’d hesitate to spend the 
night there for fear the Mg 
plant would climb the stairs 
and devour her. 
The plant does 
get a bounti­ 
ful supply of southern sun. The 
Smith’s rotate it from time to 


tim e because the leaves which 
have the direct sun tend to grow 
larger. 
The soil in the big container is 
African violet 
soil 
purchased 
at a local store. The 
Smiths 
give it plenty of w ater. They 
take numerous starts from the 
v i n e s to 
give 
to adm iring 
friends. Since vines are used as 
decoration Mrs. Smith has start­ 
ed 
several 
plants 
for other 
rooms in her home. 
• • * 


THE CONTAINER is heavy 
to move. So except to rotate it 
the 
vine 
stays 
"put.” 
The 
Smiths and all their visitors en­ 
joy and adm ire it. But as far as 
why it should grow so lustily 
that’s 
really quite 
a m ystery 
to Mrs. Smith as well as every­ 
body else. 
But a beautiful sight 
it 
is. 
And we regard Mrs. Smith as 
a person with an exceptionally 
green thumb. 
At the suggestion of the gar­ 
den editor, Mrs. Smith planned 


I to take the vine, planter, table 
and ail to the Pumpkin S h o w 
Horticultural exhibit. The idea 
was nipped in the bud when the 
Smith’s discovered the contain­ 
er was too big to get out the 
i door of their home.

Jack Strapp, biology instruc­

School, and Bill Brady, student 
teacher, from Ohio State Uni­ 
versity, were planning on enter­ 
ing the Pum pkin Pie contest at 
Pumpkin Show. When we talked 
with them the week before the 
festival they assured us they’d 
have pies there. 


Jack Strapp showed me the 
smallest flowering plant in ex­ 
istence which he had in the 
biology laboratory. It is ack- 
weed and looks like a tiny wa­ 
ter lily leaf. It floats on the 
surface of a pond. And it can 
be a nuisance. The flower is 
very small and 
cannot 
be 
seen with the naked eye. It 
grows around here in consid­ 
erable abundance. 


Robert J. Hoffman, prominent 
chrysanthem um m an and chair­ 
man of the annual mum show, 
said everybody liked the idea of 
having hours for registering ex­ 
hibits the night before as well 
as the morning of the show.

In a really hard freeze plants, 
need extra heat as well as cov­ 
er.

Two Factors Responsible 


For LE District Founding 


By JEA N IE LEIST 
The development of the Logan 
Elm High School came from the 
creation of the L o g a n Elm 
School District. 
There were two m ajor factors 
that brought about the creation 
of this district. First of all, there 
was the d e s i r e of the people 
of the former Pickaway, Wash­ 
ington, and Saltcreek districts 
to provide the very best educa­ 
tional program for their boys 
and girls. There was a definite 
feeling that the policies govern­ 
ing the educational program of 
their schools should be devel­ 
oped and controlled by the peo­ 
ple themselves. 
The second factor was the sug­ 
gestion from the state level that 
large high schools have more to 
offer educationally and can be 
maintained and operated more 
economically than sm all h i g h 
schools. 
In 1957 a school survey was 
conducted by the Ohio Universi­ 
ty C o l l e g e of Education un­ 
der the direction of William W. 
Chase with the Citizens Advisory 
Committee of Pickaway County. 
Of the c r i t e r i a set up for the 
establishment of a high school, 
two were considered most im- 
important. A high school should 
have an enrollment of 250 stu­ 
dents and s h o u l d have a tax 
base broad enough so that local 
and state funds would be suf­ 
ficient to provide the essential 
services on a sound basis. T h e 
new Logan Elm School District 
met the second condition and 
showed prospects of attaining 
the first in the near future. 
The p e o p l e of Washington, 
Saltcreek and 
Pickaway 
had 
se v e r a I 
common 
interests 
which led to their consolida­ 
tion. The former districts were 
joined together geographically. 
They were basically rural. The 


Hills, 
Chief Logan, 
Pickaway 
Plains, Southeastern, and Logan 
Elm were mentioned. A f t e r 
much discussion, the Board of 
Education decided on the name 
Logan Elm, because the famous 
Logan Elm Tree seemed to be 
the most significant h i s t o r - 
ic sight within the new district. 
In determining the site of the 
new school, the B o a r d of Edu­ 
cation sought land as near to 
the point where the three form­ 
er districts joined as possible. 
The view and location from hea­ 
vy traffic were also considered. 
Ultimately, 35 acres of land two 
miles east of Thatcher urns pur 
chased for the new school from 
Raymond Moats. 
In September of 1960 the new 
Logan Elm High School was op­ 
ened. The school is beginning its 
fifth year of operation and is ex­ 
periencing much 
success.

past IO presidential elections, 
has drawn concentrated atten­ 
tion from both President John­ 
son and Sen. Barry Coldwater. 
Straw polls indicate Johnson 
has built a substantial lead in 
the battle for its 26 electoral 
votes. But this hasn't daunted 
the bustling door-to-door activi­ 
ty of Republican nominee Gold- 
water’s hard core of workers 
Both Johnson and Coldwater 
have swung into the state sever­ 
al times, laying out what they 
term the bread-and-butter is­

for 
the 
“heartland 
of 
America.” 
Although 
registrations 
have 
set a record 
high in Illinois, 
state election officials predict 
the turnout of voters will fall 
below the 4,746,000 who voted 
for president in 1960. 
The National Association for 
the 
Advancement of Colored 
People, which conducted a reg 
istration drive, estimates nearly 
500,000 Negroes will vote in 
Chicago. This would be an in 
crease of about 100,000 over two 
years ago. 
Records going back to Calvin 
Coolidge’s victory in 1924 show 
Illinois has been on the winning 
side 
in presidential 
elections 
every time. 
Cook 
County, 
with 
a little 
more than half the state’s pop­ 
ulation in Chicago and the sub­ 
urban areas, also bas been an 
accurate barometer. 
Four years ago, John F. Ken­ 
nedy carried the state by a slim 
8,858 votes. 
Coattail riding may play a 
part in the result of the presi­ 
dential and gubernatorial races. 
One Democratic state candi­ 
date, in predicting victories for 
Gov. Otto Kerner and the rest of 
the state ticke, says Johnson 
will be fully responsible if it 
happens. 
In 1960, Kerner won his race 
by more than 500,000 votes —

He said the Cuban missile 
crisis (rf October 1962 “made it

commitment and readiness to 
act firmly with prudence and 
patience. 
They do not 
want 
jingoes, loud-mouthed anti-Com- 
m un isis who would risk nuclear 
annihilation because they lack 
the bravery of responsible ac­ 
tion.” 
Humphrey did not refer to 
Sen. Barry Coldwater or the 
Republican party by 
name in 
his prepared text. He was more 
specific Wednesday night, how 
ever, at a rally where he de­ 
nounced the “puny little minds 
and dirty little souls” he said 
have 
been waging 
character 
attacks on President Johnson. 
Speaking 
in 
Falls 
Church, 
Va., a Washington suburb, he 
said “the Republican ship was 
boarded by file pirates at San
